Washington, June 23.—The biggest 
shakeup in enforcement machinery 
since prohibition was established: in 
the United States has been ordered by 
the treasury department, effective 
August 1. 

Th new program, under which As- 
sistant Secretary Andrews will seek 
to. make the cotintry dry, was an- 
nounced today, and the way was paved 
for radical changes in the personnel 
now engaged in the work. Only the 
' broad outlines of the program were 
made public, but Mr. Andrews turned 
immediately to the task of working 
out its details and to a survey of the 
fitness of those now on the job for 
reappointment when it is put in opera- 
tion. 

Will Abolish State Lines. 

State lines will be abolished, fed- 
eral directors for each state will be 
éliminated, new districts bounded 
wholly on lines of federal judicial 
districts will be created, and « general 
decentralization of authority will 
take place in the reorganization. 

Neither Mr. Andrews nor other 
treasury officials would discuss the 
probable changes, further than to say 
that only those with ability would be 
retained. The weedirg out of unde- 
sirables will be accomplished without 
haste, since Mr. Andrews has no in- 
tention of filling the entire list of 
places immediately, and later finding 
he has appointees with whom he is 
not satisfied. 

Washington To Superv a’ 

The Washington headquarters, 
‘where authority has centeréd since’ 
the Volstead act was passed, wl! be 
conducted under the same officers as 
at present, but their duties will be 
mote of a supervisory and iess of an 
administrative character. ‘They also 
will have a greater opportunity to 
spend time in the field and to work 
more closely with the prohibition ad- 
ministrators, 22 of whom will be 
named to have charge of as many ad- 
ministrative districts in the United 
States, with two others in Hawaii and 
Porto Rico. 

Each ‘of the district officials will 
hare two assistants, one of whom will 
have charge of permissive work, of the 
control of permits and distribution, 


while the other will devote his efforts 
to enforcement. The district offices 
also will have a chief chemist and 
a counsel, eliminating the necessity 
for transmission of thousands of 


cases to W ashington. 

Mr. Andrews is convinced that a 
substantial saving in expenditures 
will be effected under the new 
scheme.

French Cabinet Approves 
Withdrawal From Ger- 
many’s Soil Upon Sched- 
uled Date.

Manchester, N. H., June 23.—Re- 
plying to critics of his policy of sen- 
ate rules reform, Vice President 
Dawes maintained here tonight that 
the absence of effeepive cloture in 
the senate tends to increase rather 
than de¢rease the number of laws pass- 
ed by that body and cited in proof 
statistics of the last five congresses. 

Speaking before the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce, the vice presi- 
dent called upon those senators who 
see in the power of minorty obstruc- 
tion in the senate a defense against 
federal encroachment upon state rights 
“to propose some modification of the 
rules, which, while providing majority 
cloture on all questions which affect 
ordinary legislation, will permit un- 
limited debate upon those few occa- 
sions when legislation involving alleged 
encroachments upon the constitutional 
rights of the states is under consid- 
eration.” 

Would Curb Laws. 

Dealing with the effect of cloture 
on the volume of legislation, he said: 
~“When in great .matters it is pos- 
sible for a selfish human instinct to 
gratifly itself at the expense of the 
common good it leaves a trail so broad 
and so deep that when once pointed 
out only the blind cannot see it. It 
stands to reason that any body which 
sometimes must grant concessions to 
individual members in order to secure 
the right to act as a whole will pass 
more laws in proportion than a body 
not. under ppat handicap.” 

“The purpose of a reform in the 
present senate rules is not to deprive 
the minority of an opportunity to be 
fully heard upon every public ques- 
tion or to deprive them of any of 
their constitutional rights. 

“The purpose is to take away from 
the minority the right to hold up the 
majority, which continually results in 


the interest of the public good. 
“These barters are mad? in large 
part secretly. There is no merit in 
the claim that the right of unlimited | 
debate and absence of proper cloture 
bring complete publicity into the busi- 
ness of the senate. On the contrary, 


it results in the necessity for the ma- 
| jority in secret, time and time again, 
to buy off the minority or individuals 
iby concessions in legislative transac- 
| tions, many of which could not endure 
publicity without reflecting upon the 
motives of those exacting them. 
“Threats to hold up the business 
of the senate unless concessions are 
made in legislation in which individ- 
ual senators have a political interest, 
have been openly and successfully 
made on the floor of the senate itself.

UPON RETURN TRIP 


Wing of Plane Gave Way 
25 Miles From Spitzber- 
gen, but Fishing Boat 
Picked Up Explorers. 
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By Roald Amundsen. 

King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, June 23. 
(Radio from Steamer Heimdal.)—lIn 
my dispatches of the past two days 
I have given the picture of our 
flight north and the struggle of the 
next 25 days at latitude 87.44, 
when we were repeatedly defeated 
in our efforts to launch our remain- 
ing airplane for a homeward flight. 

We had already failed five times 
when on June 16 we made our 
It was 10:30 o'clock | 
in the morning when the ‘plane 
Started down the icy runway we had 
so laboriously prepared. 

In a moment we knew that our 
chances were better than on any of! 
our previous attempts. We felt that 
the plane was gliding easier along 
the smoothed surface of the ice. 
Riiser-Lasen was at the thtottle, 
giving the engines more and more 
gasoline as fast as he dared feed it. 

The plane careened wildly as it re- 
sponded and the lifting hull knocked 
so violently against the runw.y that 


tearing through the bottom. “Shall 
we make it? Will the machine rise?”

the white surface. If the plane rose 
a foot from the grgund, life was given 
back to us; if it failed to rise, we 
must stay in the awful polar waste 
to face madness or death by drown- 
ing, hu-~cr or exposure. 

Start Is Successful. 


Just as the end of the course was 
reached we felt the motion alter. 

We were aloft. God seemed very 
good. 

Almost in the twinkling of an eye 
all our anxiety was in the past. We 
were sailing -oothly, far above the 
level of tne ice. Then came the 
flight back to Spitzbergen and safety. 

Riiser-Larsen piloted and Dietrich- 
son navigated. Their work was as 
fine a feat as ever performed in fly- 
ing. 

At the start it was so m ty for 
two hours that we were cblige:. to 
use the nmeagnetic compass instead of 
the sun compass. Although this 
placed us at a considera™le disad- 
vantage, yet the moment the sun ap- 
peared and its reflection showed on 
our sun compass, we found that we 
were steering exactly the right 
course. 

Then the fog drenched us again. 
Riiser-Larsen climbed, above it, so 
that it lay like a carpet beneath our 
hull. Now and then came a moment 
of clarity,followed by abrupt resump- 
tion of fog thicker than before. The 
ice, as we caught glimpses of it from 
time to time, was so rough and solid 
that a landing meant certain death. 


Gasoline Runs Low. 


It was unwise to fly much longer 
above the fog, because our gasoline 
was getting low and we might miss 
our destination, so Riiser-Larsen de- 
scended and flew for a long time 
close to the ice—sometimes only a 
couple of yards above it, picking a 
path through the little clear space 
between ice and fog. But soon the 

mist ‘became so thick that it clung 
in a solid mass to the surface, and 
we were forced to climb again. "Then 
there was a momentary clearing and 
we sighted Spitzbergen afar.

RULING IS SOUGHT 
ON PROHI MEASURE 
BY JUSTICE CHIEF 


Washington, June 23.—Study of the 
new federal probation act is being 
made by the department of justice 
with a view to determining definitely 
the authority vested in the courts by 
the Jaw. 

The department started its inquiry 
into this phase of court procedure 
after a case was decided in Greenville, 
S. ©., two defendants being sentenced 
to theee years in Atlanta penitentiary 
and to pay a fine of $500 each with 
a previso added that, upon the com- 
pletion of the service of six and four 
months, respectively, ‘he defendants be 
placed upon probation for five years. 

“From the department’s point of 
view,” said an. announcement by the 
deputiment today, “the probation act 
does zt authorize probation after the 
service of a portion of a sentence. In 
other words, the statute, after a plea 
of guilty, requires that the court then 
and there ‘suspend the imposition or 
execution of sentence,’ as a condition 

recedent tq placing upon probation. 

f the imposition or execution of sen- 

tence is not suspended, then there 
woull seem to be no authority for 
placing upon probation.” 

Attorney General Sargent has in- 
structed the United States attorney 
for Seuth Carolina to present this 
phase of the law to the federal court 
at Giecnville for its ruling.

Washington, June 23.—A group of 
coming changes in prohibition enforce- 
ment, announced Tuesday, does not 
include the more far-reaching ones 
contemplated, which will put prohibi- 
tion enforcement on a plane it never 
has had before. 
hese coming changes include the 
wiping out of state boundaries and 
state politics, so far as federal en- 
forcement is concerned ; the division of 
the country into 22 areas, correspond- 
ing with the federal judicial districts; 
appointment to the headship of each 
district of a man of character and 
ability, who shall have complete pow- 
er to hire and fire all subordinate 
employes; the absolute elimination of 
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politics as a factor in making appoint- 
ments of enforcement agents; the 
centralization away from Washington 
of authority and functions, so as to 
give to the division heads a power 
and dignity appropriate to the kind 
of men to chosen and consistent 
with the prestige the division heads 
will have under the spirit of the new 
way of enforcing prohibition. 
New Spirit In Enforcement. 

Most of all, no formal announce- 
ment can include the greatest change 
of all—the intangible thing that lies 
in the spirit of the new regime. All 
this program might be mere words, 
the sort of ideal plan that any good 
administrator, or even an academic 
person, might put down on paper, 
But the factor that gives vitality to 
it, and gives an utterly new status 
to prohibition enforcement, rests, as 
so many such things rest, on a per- 
sonality, on the’kind of mind and the 
kind of man who worked out this new 
lan of campaign. 
. The presence of Colonel Lineoln C. 
Andrews at the head of prohibition 
enforcemént constitutes one 0 the 
most important facts of major news 
in Washington. Its meaning has not 
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“DRY” ENFORCEMENT 


been grasped by the country at all, 
and not even by much of Washing< 
ton..

It has been 
suggested that a new highway board 
consisting of 12 members be created 
to handle this bond issue, with one 
commissioner in general charge of the 
department. 

Closely following the highway sub- 
ject as a topic of interested conver- 
sation is that of taxation. Governor 
Walker already has gone on record 
as favoring adoption of a classifica- 
tion tax and a_ limited state income 
tax; in order to increase the reve- 
nues of the state. 

More Revenue Needed. 

That added revenue is needed is gen- 
erally admitted.

Public health in:this country today, 
as compared with the public health 
20 years a is certainly improved 
We have yed great 1<ogress in 
the conservation of yublic health, 
for example, the conquest of typheid 
fever, a disease which prevailed 
larly every autumn 20 years ago, but 
which is now becoming almost a curi- 
osity in’ civilized communities. For 
all or nearly all of the progress we 
have made in public health conserva- 
tion we must thank the public health 
authorities, through whose activities 
the improvement has been brought 
about. It is in no degree attribut- 
able to any activities of our own as 
individuals. -The benefits of public 
health betterment come to one and 
all irrespective of individual health 
habits, personal hygiene or personal 
beliefs or theories about health. 

Personal. health betterment, as it 
s@ems to me, is not improved. By that 
I mean we appear to stand practically 
where we stood years ago so far 
as our personal health betterment fs 
concerned. If we have made a gain 
in: one direction, as for example in 
the conservation of our teeth, we 
have lost ground in some other direc- 
tion, as for example the extinction 
of the health saving habit of walk- 
ing, so that little if any real progress 
is being made in the field of personal 
health building, or at best personal 
health lags far behind public health. 
The reason for this indifference, I 
think, is simply the difference be- 
tween activity and passivity. . Our 
public health officers are active in the 
protection of our health from_ the 
dangers of epidemics; we individuals 
are quite passive about the care of our 
personal health. Public health au- 
thorities, too, avail themselves of the 
great advantage of advertising, edu- 
cation, publicity, propaganda and 
more advertising. Personal health 
proper gets little help of this kind, 
}comparatively little, I mean. Here 
and there some public health admin- 
istrator with the opportunity at his 
command undertakes to give some ad- 
vertising, education or publicity to 
strictly personal health matters, but 
this is just a secondary concern of 
the public health administrator and 
his sporadic -or spasmodic efforts in 
this direction cannot accomplish 
much, and besides he is seldom quali- 
fied or competent to ¢:al with per- 
sonal health matters in the expert 
way he administers public health af- 
fairs. 

Advertising is education, be it for 
better or for worse. Most ofthe ad- 
vertising touching upon personal 
health matters seems to me bad edu- 
cation, for it conveys unsound, untried 
or unsafe ideas to the untutored lay- 
man. We must remember that the 
charlatans and nostrum mongers were 
first in the field and their motive was 
bad to begin with. Then the food 
manipulators got into the health 
game, next the clothing people took 
it up, and finally the whole line of 
makers and purveyors of household 
equipment and supplies joined in the 
sport, until health became the appeal 
of every vendor of merchandise, from 
the chewing gum man t 
mobile manufacturer; and everybody 
eame to know a lot ef things which 
ain't so.

Shepherd never was a_ successful 
business man, virtually throughout his 
life; until he and his wife went to 
live with Mrs. Emma Nelson McClin- 
tock, mother of the youth he is charg- 
ed with slaying, he worked with or

U. S.M ain Factor 
In Debt Problem, 
Expert Declares 


_ Brussels, June 23.—(By the Asxo- 
ciated Press. }—The likelihood of the 
whole financial liquidation of the war 
becoming a German-American prob- 
lem was presented at the session of 
the International Chamber of Com- 
merce today by Sir Josiah Stamp, 
who helped draft the Dawes repava- 
tions plan. 

The British expert in an exten- 

sive report on reparations suggested 
that the Dawes plan may become in- 
operative in a couple of years. 
“If there is a general settlement of 
inter-allied debts,” he said “the centre 
of gravity of the reparation problem 
will be shifted. Great Britain pro- 
poses to pay all she receives and all 
she may receive from France, Itaiy 
and Germany to the United States. 

“France, Italy and Belgium have 
debts to settle with the United States. 
The upshot all these transagticas 
is that Great Britain, France, Bel- 
gium and Italy are either partly or 
entirely ifttermediaries between Ger- 
many and the United States. 

“Concurrent transfers giving effect 
to the reparation payments may re- 
sult in short-circuiting the transyc- 
tions directly between Germany and 
the United States. The problem will 
therefore become, economically speak- 
ing, a German-American one.” 

In presenting his report Sir Josiah 
asserted that Germany could continue 
the Dawes - plan deliveries only 
through a lowered standard of living 
or longer hours of work with higher 
production, which would put the repa- 
ration burden on labor. High and 
variable tariffs were important obs‘a- 
cles to such a flow of trade as would 
make payment of reparations in goods 
possible. 

In reference to prohibition in the 
United States, he informed the chaza- 
ber that it was to be credited with a 
16 per cent incregse in the yield of 
-American industries, 

The report stiggests four soluticzs 
as substitutes for“the Dawes plan— 
first, expansion of German exports to 
the world’s market generdily, making 
possible cash payments to the allies; 
second, deliveries in kind that do not 
conflict with national interests; third, 
German participation in the pubic 
works of allied countries; fourih, 
permanent investments in Germany, 
to be held by other than the allicd 
countries.

ties have been compelled to arrange 
for unanimous consent agreements to 
enable the consideration of important 
legislation. This means that they 


must go like suppliants to every indi- 
vidual member of the senete to get 
his consent that the majority shall 
act on important legislation, and con- 
sider the conditions in regard to other 
legislation which the individual sen- 


‘ator may desire to impose as the price 
‘of his agreement. 


Public Aroused In 1914. 
“Tt wes the great public resent- 


‘ment which was aroused. by filibus- 


tering in the sixty-third congress, dur- 


ing 1914, in an effort of the minority | 


to prevent legislation by the majority 
which, in my judgment, led -to the 
only serious consideration of reform 
in these rules which the senate has 
given in recent years. In that sixty- 
third congress the river and harbor 
bill had been debated for 32 days; 
the Panama Canal bill for 30 days; 
the federal trades commission bill for 
80 days: the Clayton amendments to 
the Sherman act for 21 days, and the 
conference report on the Clayton act 
for 9 days. 

“Accordingly. in the early days of 
the sixty-fourth congress, because of 
this pressure of public sentiment 
aroused by the intolerable legislative 
situation in the senate, a provision 
to close debate by a two-thirds vote 
was reported by the senate rules com- 
mittee and during the special session of 
the sixty-fifth corgress in 1917, after 
a conference of the republican and 
democratic leaders the present rule en- 
abling a two-thirds majority to bring 
a matter to a vote was adopted. But 
this change in the rules did not cure 
tho evil and in that very congress, 
with this rule in force, six major ap- 
propriation bills were defeated by the

FILING THE NAILS. 
In addition to daily manicures, the 


Emery 
boards are for good trimming or for 
keeping the edges neat, but they are 
not much good for filing down, or for 
making the nails shorter. 
file is quicker and more efficient. 

It must be a long file and flexible. 
The better the steel, the more flexible 
it will be and the longer it will last. 
Do you remember the galants in the 
old historical romances bending their 
sword blades into great curves to test 
the quality of the steel? A good file 
will bend easily, the ridges will be 
finer and sharper and it wll hold its 
sharpness. Coarse or dull files will 
tear and injure the fingernails. 

Buy a good file. Pay from 50 cents 
to $1 for it, that’s not much for se 
useful an instrument. Shape each 
nail carefully to a slightly rounded 
point, extending a little over the edge 
of the finger. The longer the point, 
within reason, the longer and more 
tapering the finger will seem. But 
very long nails will look like claws 
and are only fof women who do no 
work; one useful job accomplished 
will probably mean the breaking of at 
least three carefully shaped long nails. 

Having shaped the nails, dip the 
fingers in water a+minute or two to 
soften the cuticle. Warm soapy water 
is best: if it has a little lemon juice 
in it, it will bleach off most of the 
stains around the finger tips. After 
this clean under each nail with the 
pointed end of a file, and use the 
emery board to take off the skin of 
the nail, which the file has turned 
under. Now clip off the loose skin 
at each edge where nail and finger 
meet, and you are ready for the rest 
of your manicure.

Fundamental Danger Remains. .. 

Pa‘nleve’s Moroccan victory proba- 
bly will not alleviate the fundamental 
danger’in which the government is 
placed, as a result of socialist oppo- 
sition to the cabinet’s financial pro- 
gram, which will be discussed when 
the budget program comes before the 
chamber today. 

The session of the deputies broke 
up, earlier in the day, before the vote 
was taken, in a battle of fist and feet 
when conservatives advanced to the 
tribune to maul a communist deputy, 
who urged a class war to end the wars 
of capitalists. 

The uproar followed Premier Pain- 
leve’s long deferred public statement 
on the situation in Morocco, where 
France is engaged in a war against 
Abd-El-Krim, the Riffian leader. Al- 
though the socialist party, which here- 
tofore has participated in the left 
coalition supporting Painleve and his 
cabinet, decided shortly before the 
premier spoke, to withdraw its Sup- 
port, Painleve’s words won some of 
them back. 

Masterly Appeal Made. 

Painleve’s. speech was a masterly 
appeal to reasoned patriotism. When 
he had done, the communist deputy 
Doriot went to the tribune. Through- 
out Painleve’s speech, the communists 
had sneered at his denials of imperial- 
istic intentions and the insistence that 
the Moroccan war was in defense of 
civiliaztion. 

“Ts communists,” Doriot shouted, 
“western civilization is capitalistic 
exploitation. ‘The war will be over 
oaly when the capitalistic system 1s 
defeated.” : 

Doriot urged the workers to rise 
against capitalism and praised civil- 
ization as it existed in soviet Russia. 

“IT am proud to be a traitor to cap- 
italistic society,” he said. 

Colonel Picot Hits Doriot. 


Célonel Picot, a.conservative dep- 
uty, who had wrangled with the com- 
munists before during the session, ad- 
vanced to the tribune and struck 
Doriot a heavy blow. The communist 
deputies swarmed forward to defend 
their comrade, and the conservatives 
met them before the tribune. 

Immediately the space around the 
tribune became a swirl of flying fists 
and feet. Franklin Bouillon, who last 
week floored a communist who at- 
tempted to force his way into a com- 
mittee meeting, was conspicuous 
among the deputies who .lambasted 
communists. Another deputy who was 
wounded in the war swung his cane 
handily. ; 

Edouard Herriot, president of the 
chamber, tried to restore order, but 
it was impossible. Finally he put his 
hat on his head. is was the signal 
to the deputies that the session was 
suspended and to the _ sergeant-at- 
arms to clear the floor of fighters. 


Painleve Defends Course. 


“We must not appear to act weak- 
ly,” Painleve said in his speech, “for 
that would encourage Abd-El-Krim. 
No supplies are lacking our troops in 
Moroéeo. They have the most mod- 
ern equipment, and the stories that 
our wounded are not well cared for 
are lies.‘ Thanks to our hospital 
corps and airplanes, the wounded re- 
ceive diligent care. If we had evacu- 
ated Morocco in the face of Krim’s 
attacks, there would have been a mas- 
sacre of all our citizens there. All 
of them are protected by us, includ- 
ing women and children.” 

The premier denied that . France 
had not endeavored to effect peace, 
or that an effort was being made to 
take advantage of Spanish weakness 
in Morocco to extend the French colo- 
nies. France represented civilization 
in Morocco, he continued, and shoul 
be proud of it. ‘
